A7.  E.  Montross:  a Memoir 


^JpHE  world  of  art  lovers  and  artists  has  suffered  a great  loss  in  the  death 
of  Newman  Emerson  Montross  (1850-1932),  which  brought  an  end  to 
a significant  career  of  courage  and  discernment.  His  battles  for  works  now 
established  and  appreciated  were  not  tame  ones  many  years  ago,  with  critics 
bitter  against  any  innovation  “in  the  standards  and  ideals  which  are  precious 
to  thoughtful  men  and  women”  of  those  times;  and  to  appreciate  him  is  to 
appreciate  his  perspicacity  in  these  surroundings. 

Born  at  Ellenville,  N.  Y.,  in  1850,  Mr.  Montross  virtually  began  his 
career  in  1889,  when  he  managed  the  first  important  exhibition  of  American 
paintings  in  Washington,  which  led  to  the  opening  of  his  own  gallery  in 
New  York  on  35th  Street.  He  immediately  became  the  sponsor  of  the 
American  group  led  by  William  M.  Chase;  but  he  remained  the  pioneer,  and 
when  younger  men  like  Glackens,  Davies,  and  Kuhn  came  along,  he  pre- 
sented them  in  memorable  exhibits.  I11  1915  he  aroused  a furor  by  a very 
complete  showing  of  the  work  of  the  ‘radical’  Matisse,  which  brought  him 
the  friendship  of  Miss  Lizzie  Bliss  and  of  John  Quinn;  and  in  1920  he  held 
the  first  Van  Gogh  exhibition  ever  held  here,  which  was  repeated,  with  several 
additions,  at  the  Metropolitan  in  1922. 

Ryder  is  said  to  have  been  his  ideal  as  a painter;  the  two  works  included 
in  this  sale  were  paintings  he  had  kept  as  his  personal  possessions,  in  spite  of 
attractive  offers  as  late  as  last  year.  To  quote  Henry  Varnum  Poor,  Montross 
was  a man  who,  when  faced  with  something  new,  “did  not  hesitate  to  ask 
opinions  . . . He  was  never  interested  in  painting  tricks  ...  or  novelty.  His 
attitude  was  always  a deeply  religious  one  and  his  surest  instinct  as  a connois- 
seur was  to  distinguish  the  spirit  and  never  be  misled  by  outward  show.”
